Onl«J one of his suitcases was 
searched oa the Polish-Soviet border, the re t was left un touched. 
Subject managed to deliver all the literature he had taken with hi® 
to Warsaw and Kiev#

All the rest is 
losii important. Dziuba ,for instance, expressed the view that he was 
not interested in material aid from abroad because in case of his 
persecution h® would kx prefer to be not accused o|/4ny financial help 
from abroad. "If they want to put m into prison then let the© do it 
for my writings and not for some kind of material aid from abroad". 

According to subject the” hid - system" on the spot ( for prisoners in 
Mordovia }was j&einfigpy^organlzed. 

4. Dziuba, and Dvitljchny, and Lina Kostenko were present at the 
Chornovil’s trial in Lvov. PAvlyohko and brach "refused" to go. 

The judge and the prosecutor were r/diculed by the public ana there 
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were shouts against them. Chornovil’s defender was briliant. ills name 
is VYTVITSKYY^fnu , the same one who had defended Siaiavsky. 
Vytvitsky is a "legal terror’* for Soviet judges and prosecutors. 


5. Dziuba told Subject about a new secret trial in Ivanofranklvsk 
which took place some time recently* He had no details as yet but 
was collecting information about* It dealt with, a political 
organization called "Soil and Freedom" or something like it. The 
organization had in its program the separation of Ukrainian 
.Republic . f rom the Soviet Uni^n. 8-10 people were put on trial. 

6. Th^pressure of Ukrainian ele ..ent is contlauttsly 
increasing. People are getting more and more outspoken and demanding. 

There are also some results of this pressure. Thus SKAEA had 
been removed from his present position. 

7. In Mordovian ASSK there are many Ukrainians living also 
as "resettled" of whom people thought they were dead. 

8. According to Subject nd help could be expected from "rebelious" 
Hussions . They have tfeeirown problems and beside*, are not interested 
in Ukrainian affairs.
